He applied the fertilizer 
with a grain drill, The disks on 
the grain drill were used to 
make trenches in the sod. He 
sowed 20 pounds of inoculated 
Crimson clover seed per acre. A 
disk, set almost straight, was 
used to finish the job, The disk 
helped get the clover seed in 
contact with the ground. 

The crimson clover came up 
to a good. stand, The bermuda 
sod kept the heavy rains 
from hurting the young plants. 
Although late, Mr. Martin’s 
chance for winter grazing looks 
mighty good. Erosion will be a 
thing of the past on this five 
acres this winter. 

A carpet of green is appearing 
on many of our fields. Blue lu- 
pine, oats, and other winter 
crops are catching the eye. One 
of the best views is on the farm 
of A. L., and Harris Moates, 
just northeast of Enterprise. 
Several hundred acres of their 
farm is in lupine. They planted 
the lupine on land where pea- 
nuts and cotton were gathered. 

Just south of Enterprise, Sam 
Paschal’s farm will soon be a 
show place. Mr. Paschal’s farm 
is almost covered in oats, blue 
lupine, alfalfa, and crimson 
clover. He is also trying some 
reseeding crimson clover on a 


bermuda sod. The stand and 
growth to date has been very 
promising.

Proper Meat Storage 
Will Preserve Food 


Meat in its fight for peace is 
one of the biggest topics of the 
day.

sion food preservation special- 
ist, every farm family in Ala- 


bama should do everything pos-| 


sible to preserve food. 


“Tf placed in a home freezer 
or locker, meat should be bon 
ed,” she advises. “By doing this 
30 to 40 per cent more locker 


space will be saved. In addition, 
boneless meat will wrap better 
and will not spoil easily.” 

She advocates bleeding poul- 


color and poor flavor. 
ed in ice water and then wrap- 
ped in air-tight packages before 
freezing. 

Cured meat can be ruined by 
skippers. To avoid insects, 
meat should first be wrapped 
in heavy paper, covered with 
muslin, and the cloth sewed to 
fit the meat: After this, a thick 
mixture of whitewash should 
be made of lime, water, and 
enough red clay for a brownish 
color. The package should be 
dipped in this mixture and hung 
up to dry.

Birmingham Immediate 
adoption of a four-point plan 
to relieve the threatened gaso- 
line shortage today was urged 
by the Alabama Motorists Asso- 
ciation. 

The State affiliate of the 
American Automobile Associa- 
tion warned that any substan- 
tial shortage of gasoline would 
cripple transportation and im- 


mediately slow down industrial i 


production, 

AMA President Mark Hodo, 
speaking for the Alabama AAA 
group, urged that; 

Domestic needs be given first 
call on America’s oll resources; 
more steel and pipe be channel- 
ed for oil well drilling, refining, 
pipe lines and tank care; oil aid 
to Europe be supplied from sour- 
ces outside the U. S.; and that 
the remainder of the Govern- 
ment-owned fleet of tank ships 
be reserved for and placed in 
the domestic service. 

“The threat of motor fuel cur- 
tailment is looming at a time 
when motor vehicle registration 
and mileage driven has reached 
an all-time peak,’ President 
Hodo asserted. 

“By the end of 1947,” he con- 
tinued, “it is estimated that 
motor vehicle registration—in 
cluding passenger cars, buses, 
and trucks—will have climbed 
to the gigantic total of 37,160,- 
000 units, compared with 34,- 
472,000 in 1941. There is an even 
greater proportionate increase 
in vehicle mileage.”

Settled In Alabama 


When Napoleon  Boneparte 
abdicated the throne of France 
in 1815 after his 


to leave for America where his 
brother had already gone, But 
when Napoleon got to the port 
of Rochefort, British warships 
prevented his sailing and took 
him prisoner, and confined him 
to Elba, and he later wrote in 
his memoirs that he was “ob- 
iged to abandon the attempt in 
despair.” 

However, between 1815-17, re- 
cords show that 30,000 of his 
followers shipped to America, 
and a goodly number of these 
formed the Vine and Olive Colo- 
ny which settled on the banks 
of the Tombigbee River at pre- 
sent day Demopolis. 

These exiled followers of Na- 
poleon were former members of 
his court, They were educated, 
rich, and highly mannered. 
When they arrived in the wil- 
derness, they still wore high- 
heeled satin slippers, richly 
beaded gowns, and fancy head- 
dresses. The men plowed the 
fields in their French uniforms, 
and the leader, General Des- 
nouettes, wore his general’s uni- 
form replete with many medals 
when he went to the fields to 
labor. 

The colonists arrived by boat 
at Mobile in April, 1817. A Fed- 
eral cutter took them up the 
river, where they founded De- 
mopolis—city of the people—but 
shortly after the town was set- 
tled, government settlers arriv- 
ed and found that the town 
had been located outside the 
5,760 acre grant of land bought 
from Congress for $2 per acre. 
They then settled a new town 
inside their boundry, called 


;/Aigleville, “aigle” meaning eagle, 


the symbol of Napoleon. Soon 
squatters began to lay claim to 
that land, and the colonists 
moved a third time, and settled 
Arcola, named for one of Na- 
poleon’s victorious battles in the 
town of Arcola, on the Austrian 
border, 

The French exiles in the Vine 
held 
high hopes that they might res- 
cue Napoleon from exile at the 
Isle of Elba. Gen. Desnouettes 
even built a log-cabin santuary 
on his land grant, and decorated

The colony failed, largely be- 


#|cause the exiles were unused to 


the ways and hazards of farm 
life. Many of them died from 
fever, others left in disgust from 
the wilderness, but a few tough- 
ed it out and their descendants 
still live around Demopolis. 
About thirty years ago there 
discovered gracing the 
walls of a historic chateau near 
Dijon, France, a group of hand- 
painted wallpaper scenes de- 
picting life in the Vine and 
Olive Colony at Demopolis, Ala- 
bama. The paintings, 42 feet in 
length and six and one-half 
feet high, consist of five panels. 
Information from France states 
that they were painted about 


1818. In 1937 these panels were | 


brought to the United States as 
part of a collection of scenic 
wallpapers and exhibited at the 
Pennsylvania Museum of Art. 
The paintings were then pur- 
chased by Thomas Martin, pre- 
sident, of the Alabama Power 
Company, and in March 1939 
were presented to the museum 
of the Department of Archives 
and History at Montgomery.

Thirsty Industries Face 


Shortage of Pure Water 
PHILADELPHIA, — Add current 


shortages; A growing scarcity of 
clean water for America’s increas- 
ingly thirsty industries. 

The reason for this seeming para- 
dox comes from Richard H, De- 
Mott, vice president of SKF Indus- 
tries, Inc., who says that the short- 
age is the result of a 20-year lag in 
production of high-speed water- 
pumping and purification facilities. 
An estimated three billion dollars 
must be spent by government and 
industry for new equipment to avert 
a ‘‘drouth'’ of unpolluted water, he 
declares, 

“On many important rivers and 
streams water becomes polluted rel- 
atively high upstream and is used 
and reused so frequently that pres- 
ent limited purification facilities 
cannot cope with the task,’’ DeMott 
says, 

U. S. industry ‘drinks’’ approxi- 
mately 21 billion gallons of this 
basic element a day—equivalent to 
twice the flow of the Hudson river, 

Paper manufacturers consume 
the greatest volume of water, De- 
MMott explains, accounting for three 
billion gallons a day. Other large 
users include oil refineries, chemi- 
cal plants and food processors. 

“Continuing demands for larger 
pumps and other equipment that 
will increase pump capacity, tndi- 
cate that industry is seriously con- 
cerned about additional water sup- 
plies for the immediate future,” 
DeMott says.
